National bank had 
discharged all its married women on the the- 
ory that every household should be under 
one economic head, This later was con- 
firmed by W, G. Schroeder, vice president of 
the institution. 


Weddings Means Loss of Job. 


There is a rule in our bank that when a 
woman employé gets married she automat- 
ically resigna,”” he said. “In February 
two of our girls were married. They were 
permitted to retain their jobe until April at 
their own request. All the others were dis- 
charged when the rule went into effect. 
After April 1 the bank will have no mar- 
ried women on ite pay roll. We are opposea 
to the hiring of women at all, but it is neces- 
sitated by a condition. Our young men em- 
ployés who start work as typists or on add- 
ing machines naturally want to be promoted. 
These promotions kept the institution con- 
stantly upset. 

Women go to work as stenographers, 
typists, and on the adding machines. They 
do not expect promotion. Therefore, we 
can depend on them to learn and do this 
kind of work. It is simply a commercial 
problem that must be met in that way. We 
have about 100 girle—single giris. The two 
married ones, who were single until last 
nn go the first of April.“ 


Federation Tables Resolution. 


After a controversy which continued an 
hour the resolution against wives of men 
who,work was tabled by the federation, and 
it was recommended that the married woman 
I insist on equal pay with men for equal work.

Resolved, That the Chicago Federa tion 
of Labor reaffirm that principle of union-

Resolved, That the Chicago Federation 
of Labor do all within its power to bring 
the standard of wages of adult male 
householders up to that standard that 
dependent females will not be forced to 
seek employment. 

When the resolution was read there was an 
immediate scraenble for recognition from the 
chair. James McGuire, a member of the 
committee which had recommended the adop- 
tion of this resolution, spoke. 

Married women are holding so many jobs 
that hundreds of single girls who are com- 
pelled to make their own living can't get 
work,” he said. “ These women are monop- 
olising female labor. And for what? Not 
because they must of necessity work but be- 
cause they want a little more pin money than 
their husbands can afford or will give them. 
Their place is in the home. I want to see 
this resolution adopted.”

RICH AURORA WOMAN BURNED 
IN BREWING TEA OVER LAMP. 
Mrs. Helen Leet Critically Il as Result 


of Devotion to Nightly Ceremony— 
Accident Recalls Divorce. 


Aurora, III., March 17.—[Special.]—Devo- 
tion to her own nightly brew of tea caused 
the probably fatal burning of Mrs. Helen 
Leet, aged 74, one of the wealthiest women 
of Illinois, last night. She was making her 
“nightcap” over an alcohol lamp, a duty 
she never intrusted to a servant, when the 
lamp exploded and set her clothes afire. 

A maid down stairs heard her screams, and, 
rushing into the room, tossed the aged wom- 
an into bed and smothered the flames, but 
not until Mrs. Leet had suffered burns over 
her entire body. 

Mrs. Leet figured a few years ago as the 
petitioner in a suit for divorce against 
Matthew Chapman of Aurora, president of 
the American well works, and also a mil- 
lionaire. 

The husband declared the sult was insti- 
gated by his wife's children and refused to 
get out of the Lincoln avenue residence.

Dr. Louis P. Crutcher and Can- 
didate Engelhard Attack the 
| U. S. Bureau Idea. 


Dr. Louis P. Crutcher. vice president of the 
National League for Medical Freedom, and 
Dr. W. A. Evans, former commissioner of 
héalth, yesterday broke lances in attack on 
and defense of the Owen bill, which is be- 
fore congress and provides for the estab- 
lishment of a public bureau of health. They 
had it out in counter addresses for the Cur- 
rent Events class of the First Congrega- 
tional church of Evanston. 
protest this bill as vehemently as I 
would the establishment of a state church,“ 
asserted Dr. Crutcher. I ö believe the bill, 
if passed, would mean simply state medi- 
cine. This surely would be as wrong as the 
establishment of a state church. The United 
States government now is as fully qualified 
to do as much for the good of public health 
as it would Be able to do if this bill were 
passed. Therefore, I believe this bill is en- 
tirely unnecessary.” 


Dr. Evans Has Faith in People. 


Dr. Evans rose to meet the attack. 

“I am sure the welfare of the people of 
the country can be taken care of by the 
people. I am glad to see such meetings as 
this, where the people openly discuss the 
problems of the day. I know full well that 
} this problem will be solved by the people 
and will be solved along the lines of the 
Owen bill. I now wish to ask Dr. Crutcher 
what there is in the Owen bill that means 
state medicine.” 

Dr. Crutcher replied he had not said the 
Owen bill specifically calls for state medi- 
cine. 

But, anyway, state medicine now exists 
in the form of vaccination,”’ he countered. 
“The only thing in the Owen bill that has 
not been changed several times is the pro- 
vision calling for a secretary or director of 
the department of heaith. It makes no differ- 
ence what we call this bill, it simply is a 
Plan to get a doctor in the President's cabi- 
net.“ 


Demands a Reply, 

“I again wish to ask Dr. Crutcher what 
there is in this bill that means state medi- 
eine? demanded Dr. Evans. “ My ques- 
tion in reply to his statement has not been 
answered. I also wish to ingriré what his 
league is going to do to better health condi- 
tions. Any one that opposes a thing as 
strongly as he does must surely have some- 
thing to offer in its stead.” 

**I believe if one sees a great danger in 
a bill such as this, it is his right and duty 
to oppose it, whether be has anything to 
offer in its place or not,“ retorted’ Dr. 
Crutcher. 

Then George P. Engelhard, candidate for 
the nomination as member of congress on 
the Republican ticket, broke in to tell why 
he. opposed the Owen bill. He said he 
thought such a department would inevitably 
be controlled by sectarian medical schools. 

Dr. Evans appeared to be preparing to 
launch another shaft, but the Rev. We ts 
McElveen announced that the hour was up 
and the debate closed. 

“But, Dr. Evans, I hope you noticed we 
put you near an open window,“ he said, 
referring to the physician's well known 
* cold alr procllvitles. 

“And I'm for the open window on the 
entire proposition,“ responded Dr. Evans. 
„I'm willing to stay here ali.night to fight 
this out.

TYPHOID FEVER U. S. MENACE. 
Urbana, III., March 17.—[Specia!l.]—Dr. Ed- | 
ward Bartow, head of the Illinois state water 
survey, has completed the compilation of 1n 
extensive set of statistics showing that the 
excess of typhoid” fever deaths in America 
equals 18 per 100,000 population. 

In 1900 there were more cases of typhoid 
fever in this country than cases of plague in 
India, despite the fact that India’s’ popula- 
tion is two and one- -half times greater. From 
January, 1907, to October, 1911; there 3c- 
curred in Russia 283,684 cases of Asiatic 
cholera, this ‘including the appalling ep'- 
demic of 1910. 


‘More. Typhoid Than Cholera. 

According to à conservative estimate there 
occurred in the United States for the same. 
period one million and a quarter c of 
typhoid, or more than four cages of typhoid 
fever in the United States for every single 
case of cholera in Russia. 7 | 

In Italy in 1910-’11 there were about 16,000 
cases of cholera and about 6,000 deaths, and 
in the United States there werea half million 
cases of typhoid fever and 530,000 deaths.

REAR ADMIRAL MELVILLE DikS 


Former Leader in American Navy 
Closes Life of Fame.

EXPLORER IN FAR 


Aided in Two Reseue Voyages Which 
Went Into Areties. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 17.—Rear Admiral 
George Wallace Melville, U. S. N., retired, 
died at his home today from paralysis. He 
was national commander of the Loyal Le- 
gion and was a noted authority on arctie 
exploration as well as engineering and naval 
affairs. 

Rear Admiral Melville was 72 years old. 
For sixteen years he was chief of the bureau 
of steam engineering in the navy depart- 
ment. 


Famous Career at Sea. 

The adventures of Rear Admiral Melville's 
career began with the civil war. The out- 
Break of the war turned him toward engi- 
neering duty and the sea, and in July, 1861, 
he became an officer of the engineer corps in 
the United ‘States navy. His career from 
that date is blazoned on almost every page 
of his country’s history. The capture of Nor- 
folk, the burning of the Merrimac, the vari-, 
ous neval engagements under Farragut, and 
the capture of Fort Fisher were some of the 
many battles in which he took a part. 

But to the world at large he is remembered 
as commander of the Tigress in 1878 in the 
efforts to find the lost arctic exploring ehip 
Polaris. Six years later he passed in the 
Jeannette again into the north on an expedi- 
tion which was to be marked by heroism as 
lofty as its suffering was touchingly pathetic 
and deep. Early in the voyage the Jeannette 
was caught in the ice floes from which it 
never escaped, and after drifting steadily to 
the westward for nearly two years was 
finally crushed and gunk June 12, 1881, leav- 
ing its crew shelterless on an ice floe in mid- 
ocean. . 

Famous Retreat from North. 

The story ot the retreat is one of the sad- 
dest chapters in the history of the arctic seas. 
Feeble, ragged, and starving for over 100 
days and transporting 300 pounds a man, the 
man completed an unparalleled retreat ag- 
gregating in its windings over 2,300 miles. 

Among the colleges which conferred hon- 
orary degrees upon Rear Admiral Melville in 
recognition of his scientific work were the 
University: of Pennsylvania, Harvard, Co- 
Pumbia,.Georgetown and Stevens institute. 

He was a past president of both the Amer- 
ican; Academy of Mechanical engineers and 
the American Society of Naval Engineers. 
At the time of his death he was the presi- 
dent of the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick.

This happened 
fat à $12 a plate banquet at which Mr. Ade 
acted as toastmaster. 

There was no fable written about the 
woodcock and the Gorgonzola cheese and 
the indigestion. No, indeed. They were 
capitalized and they are still being cap- 
italized, and the dividends are fat and wth- 
out a flavor of indigestion. 


Called “Union No. 1.” | 

The woodcock et al. became the inspiration 
of a professional union, a brain trust, a com- 
bine of wits, as impregnable as the cannon 
bristling rock of Gibraltar. That banquet 
inspired the city’s oddest labor combine, 
Toastmasters’ union No. 1 of Chicago. 

“There. will be a north polar zephyr blow- 
ing athwart the loop when I toastmast again 
for the love of my fellow creature and then 
spend a week's wage for a doctor's bill,” 
quoth Mr. Ade the day after the banquet. 

Thereupon was organized the brain trust, 
the existence of which is known only to a 
handful of officers of commercial and other 
associations that give fancy banquets once 
a year and desire to decorate the occasion 
with one of Chicago's professional humorists. 

Although several years old, the Toastmas- 
ters’ union is still unaffiliated with the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor.

The union has a minimum price scale of 
$50 a banquet, and the toastmaster uses his 
own discretion about eating what is set be- 
foré him. He also demands arbitrary pow- 
ers in the management of the toasts, but 
insures in return a batch of new jokes and 
stories, a humorous poem or two, and short 
speeches from the men on the program. 

The $50 price applies to an ordinary $5 to 
$10 a plate banquet. For managing the pro- 
gram of speeches at a $10 to $25 a plate 
banquet there is a sliding scale of $50 to $150. 
The toastmaster invariably eats a hearty 
meal at home to fortify himself against the 
temptation of indigestibles served at the 
feast. , 

Members of the ‘union, with exception of 
Karl Harriman, who has now left the city, 
admitted without reluctance yesterday the 
existence of the toastmasters’ combine. They 
were forced to organize, they said, to protect 
themselves against waste of time and the 
dangers of indigestion. 


Explains the System. 
The Toastmasters’ union has absolute 
swey in this town,“ said Mr. Higinbotham. 
We've shown up the nonunionists so often 
than banquet committees allways come to 
us. Last winter a committee from a wealthy 
organization of business men went from 
one to another member of the union and 
finding one would run the banquet for 


man. We got even. One of the members of 
the union was asked to speak at the banquet. 
We consulted and we sent him to the ban- 
quet with instructions. This member talked 
for an hour without cracking a joke, then 
read half of. the president’s message to con- 
gress and closed with a scholarly dissertation 
on Magna Charta and woman’ssuffrage.

tion in the possession of Herbert Knox 
Smith." commissioner of corporations. Un-

The conclusions reached by the commis- 
sioner of corporations with reference to the 


4 remarkable indorsement of the policy of 
Gov. Deneen, who, for several years, has 
been carrying on a fight to save the valuable 
power of the Desplaines and Illinois rivers 
for the benefit of the people. 

The commissioner asserts it is the duty 
of the tate to develop this power for public 
use or to rent the power sites to electric 
companies, instead of giving away pub. 


General Electric in Control. 

The dydro-electric power of northern II- 
nois was found by the commissioner to be 
in the control of the General Electric com- 
pany and of corporations allied with the 


The General Electric is one of ten groups of 
interests which control 60 per cent of the 
water power of the United States. 

In northern Illinois the principal concern 
controlled by the General Electric is the 
Rockford Electric company. This corpora- 
tion is using 1,700 horsepower developed from 
Rock river and is completely dominated by 
the General Electric. 

The principal concern affiliated with the 
Commonwealth Edison interests is the Econ- 
omy Light and Power company, which de- 
velops power from the Desplaines river at 
Joliet and is seeking to increase its produc- 
tion of electrical energy by works at Dres- 
den Heights and other points. Gov. Deneen 
is seeking to oust the company from pos- 


basis that it was wrongfully procured and 
that the power at that point is the property 
of the state. The case is now pending in the 
United States Supreme court. 


Syndicate Gains Many Sites. 
During the last year a consolidation of 
electric companies in northern Ilinois has 


tained scores of water power sites and is pre- 
paring to supply that section of the state 
with hydro-electric energy. 

“With respect to the undeveloped water 
power under the control of the public,” says 
pagers Smith, it is apparent that 
an effective policy can be esiablished by 
which the public can either itself develop 
such power or control its development by 
payvate parties in such manner as to retain 
for the public its proper share of «he bene- 
fits derived from tbe natural resource. 

“Thus, if the power is developed by the 
public and sold at the price of fuel power, the 
public treasury will receive the profit arising 
therefrom. If; on the other hand, private 
individuals develop and operate water pow- 
ers the public can still, by charging a proper 
rental, secure its due share of the benefits 
inherent in the resource, 

Whatever method of control over water 
power resources may be deemed most equita- 
ble and expedient, it is imperative that a 
definite policy by both the federal govern- 
ment and the states be speedily adopted.“

„We are not breaking any laws when we 
attempt by throwing stones to get our 
claims before parllament,“ said Dr. Murray.

The meeting bristled with other militant 
utterances. Mrs. Esther Flakenstein, who 
presided, and Mrs. Myra Strawn Hartshorn, 
chairman of the women's party of Cook 
county, made spirited appeals to the audi- 
ence to enter the Ilinois fight.

Chieago Woman and Legisla- 
tor Will Urge Law to Have 
Convicts Paid for Work. 


State Would Give $1 a Day Com- 
pensation; Senator Madigan 
to Present Bill. 


A movement to abolish capital punishment 
in Illinois and at the same time provide for 
the gare of the dependents of murdered per- 
song has been started by Mrs. Mary Ester 
Ide, 4158 Kenmore avenue. A year ago she 
was credited with advancing the idea of pay- 
ing inmates of penitentiaries and workhouses 
and succeeded in getting the Hamilton; Mar- 
quette, Illinois Athletic, Quadrangle, and 
City clubs and the Civic federation to ap- 
point 4 joint committee to urge a bill before ° 
the general assembly. Warwick A. Shaw 
was chairman of the committee. 

This bill provided that the compensation 
should range between 80 cents and $1 4 day 
and that the accumulation should be given 
to the family of the man in prison or held for 
him when released. Mr. Shaw said yesterday 
thet this bill will again be urged upon the 
next legislature. Mrs. Ide has enlisted the 
aid of State Senator John E. Madigan to pre- 
sent her new idea to the legisiators.

This plan provides that the earnings 
the felons who have been convicted of Ph 
der, which shall be fixed at $1 a day, sha)!

The details of the bill apparently have not 
been worked out, but an outline of its pro- 
posed provisions was presented to Warden 
Murphy of the Jollet penitentiary yesterday. 
His annual report for 1011 is not quite com- 
plete, but the records indicate that about 
$20.000 profit was made last year in the rat- 
tan furniture section—the only industry of 
the prison which showed a balance on the 
credit side of the ledger. 

The average population last year wae a 
trifle over 1,500, so the average daily profit on 
each prisoner's labor was about 4.3 cents. 
The difference between this real earning and 
$1 a day which is fixed by the proposed bill 
will have to be paid by the teapayers. 


State Would Pay $45,000. 

On the basis of the 157 life prisoners in the 

penitentiary, which the warden said is about 
an average, the state will have to pay $46,672 
a year, if the bill becomes a law, to the de- 
pendents of the victims of convicted mur- | 
derers. 
Another bill provides that every prisoner 
shal) be paid between 50 cents and $1 a day, 
regardless of profits made by the institution. 
The annual expense of operating the Joliet 
penitentiary is $240,000. This bill will add 
betwene $225,000 and $460,000 yearly ex- 
pense, depending upon the amount given 
each prisoner between the two limits. The 
average term of service in the state prison 
of other than Ute convicts is two years and 
three months. 

Each prisoner would receive between $150 
and $300 a year under this bill. The yearly 
cost of keeping each prisoner at Joliet has 
averaged for several years between $155 and 
$160.

| ARRESTED IN ROSALSKY HOME 


Stranger Tells Judge “Tobaceo

FIND CLEW TO BOMB CASE. 


Detectives Siy Package Was Similar 
to One Which Killed Woman. 


New York, March 17.—The home of Judge 
Otto A. Rosalsky of the Court of General 
Sessions, where a bomb, delivered by mail 
exploded last night, was the scene today of 
‘renewed excitement caused by the appear- 
ance of a man who kicked at the door and 
demanded admittance. 

The stranger, who was shabbily dressed, 
forced his way past the hall attendants in 
the apartment building on Riverside drive 
and climbed six flights of stairs to see Judge 
Rosalsky about some fancied grivance of 
** persecution by the tobacco trust.“ Police 
were called and the man was taken to Belle- 
vue for observation as to his sanity. 


Think Man Is Insane. 

The police believed him to be insane, but 
harmless, and in no wise connected with the 
attempt made oh Judge Rosalsky’s life with 
the bomb. 
Inspector Owen Egan of the bureau of com- 
bustibles, who was badty insured while er- 
amining the bomb in the judges library, u- 
sisted on leaving the hospital today, although 
he suffered fain from a mangled hand and 
torn face. He joined a score of the best 
detectives in the police department in in- 
vestigating the bomb mystery.

When they found Judge Owens 
would order one they sought refuge behind 
some unknown ‘dummy’ litigants to es- 
cape the odium that would surely fall upon 
them for an attempt to stifie the will of 
the people. 

“TI do not think Judge Windes will prevent 
the holding of this primary, as there is no 
expente attached to the holding of it, as this 
has been guaranteed to the election board of 
the county by these who are anxious to have 
the people express their views.

The one method of obtaining complete 
power over the selection of the council com- 
mittees is by obtaining control of the com- 
mittee on committees,“ more commonly 
known as the organization committee, which 
charts the “ nonpartisan ’’ organization of 
the council. The organization committee 
consists of six members—one Democrat and 
one Republican from each of the three sec- 
tions of the city. 

The committee is chosen under the aus- 
pices of the Municipal Voters’ league. The 
league in this matter recognizes only those 
aldermen who have signed its pledge to 
stand for nonpartisan organization and it 
includes only the holdovers and those alder- 
men candidates for re#lection. To those it 
will send invitations to attend a meeting 
which probably will be held the latter part 
of next week. At this meeting the Demo- 
crats from the north side will select their 
organization committee, the north side Re- 
publicans will do the same, and the repre- 
sentatives of the other sections of the city 
will be chosen in the same way.

The principles of the measure have 
been Indorsed time and again by the entire 
business interests of the United States. Yet 
we find that Representative Sulzer of New 
York has interposed a short form bill, al- 
leged to be adequate to insure a permanently 
efficient service. 


Would Pérpetuate Spoils System. 
This league takes issue with Mr. Sulzer 
and with otHer supporters of his Measure, as 
to the permanent value claimed for it. As 
the bill impoges no legal ebligation on the 
part of the chief executive nor upon the sen- 
ate, the only appointing powers under the 
constitution, the league regards it as simply 
a weak attempt to perpetuate political pa- 
tronage through the pressure of the vicious 
spoils system, inevitable to changing party 
administrations, unless prevented by an ade- 
quate consular law.

A FREE PEOPLE IN ACTION. 

For the 153 seats in the Illinois legisla- 
ture to be filled next November by election, 
181 nominations will be made in April. 
The senatorial district committees, to which 
the assembly intrusted its own safety, have 
exercised the power given them and have 
thus determined the number of nominations 
which a patient people may make. 

After the nominations have been made it 
will be possible for the patient people to 
defeat in election twenty-eight of the nomi- 
nees of the two major parties. In actually 
twenty-eight districts one of the four candi- 
dates in each may be prevented from going 
to Springfield as a lawmaker if the people 
decide that he is not fit to go. 

There is a full measure of suffrage which 


Fill astound the electoral mind when it is 


examined. Undoubtedly it is a free state, 
and the will of its people is law. 

Occasionally the full measure thus pre- 
sented to satisfy the appetite of the people 
for control of their own affairs is so far 
from satisfying that the wild radicals put 
their votes on the Prohibition, Socialist, or 
independent candidates when there are such. 
There always is a small danger that radical- 
ism will express itself in some such dis- 
turbing and alarming way, but our rulers 
simply-have to take such chances. 

When our constitution was framed, in 
its foolishness it provided that the people 
should elect their representatives. There's 
no helping it. There's no safe way of pre- 
2 a man from going to the polls in all 

his dangerous radicalism and casting his 
vote for other than major party nominees if 
he becomes wrought up enough to do it. 
Obviously it is one of the mistakes of the 
constitution which makes this possible. 

But, barring 
Prohibition and ist candidates, there 
are actually twenty-eight districts out of 
fifty-one in which, after the nominations 
have been made, the voters can defeat a 
candidate if they do not think that he ought 
to represent them. Twenty-eight of the 
men to be nominated by the two major par- 
ties for 153 seats in the house of representa- 
tives may be prevented from occupying

This is a triumph of democracy. The leg- 
islature is foreed by pressure of public opin-

| the voters to nominate their candidates. It

nominated. These committees determine 


| that in twenty-three districts one party shall 
‘| nominate two candidates and the other one. 


Three are to be elected, and there you are. 

In these districts the only effective vote 
the voter can cast, unless in the election he 
supports a minor party candidate or an in- 
dependent, will be cast in the primaries. 

After the major parties have weathered 
the primaries, only twenty-eight of their 
candidates can be defeated, unless the unex- 
pected happens and support be thrown to 
minor parties.

MORE EUGENICS CONCLUSIONS. 

ALAMAN, studying the facial ex- 

pression of English Jews, found 

in 130 families where the father 

was a Jew and the mother was a 

’ Gentile there were 336 children 

with Gentile faces and 21 with Jewish. 

In five families where one parent was a 

Gentile and the other half-Jew and half- 

Gentile there were 11 Gentile faces and 
none Jewish. 

Jews are supposed to have about as fixed 
a facial type as is to be found. That 
was the reason for the study. Therefore, 
Jews marrying out of their race will hu ve 
children with Gentile faces in nearly all 
instances. Those children, marrying an 
out strain, will have no children with 
Jewish facia] characteristics.

Ewart, studying the 105,000 inhabitants 
of Middlesborough, England, came to 
these, among other conclusions: 
The children of the better working 


Classes are above the average 
standard of those of the professional 
classes. 


A mother produces her best girl 
before her twenty-fifth year, and her 
best boy in the twenty-six to thirty 
year period. Add five years fo each 
group and the figures apply to fathers. 

Children born in the first half of 
the year are larger than those born in. 
the second. 

No pregnant woman can nurse her 
child at the breast without having the 
unborn or the born child suffer. When 
children come far enough apart (three 
years), so that the woman is not 
nourishing a born and an unborn babe 
at the same time, the majority of 
mothers improve as child bearers as 
their families increase. The third 
averages better than the first or even 
the second. When children come at a 
shorter interval than two years, the 
later children are not so strong men- 
tally and physically as the first.

eugenics have been given with a view to 
stimulating interest in a greatly neglected 
subject. 
In Davewport’s book nearly every 
physical, mental;.and moral trait is given 
some consideration. However, it is all so 
new that neither Pearson, presiding over 
the Galton laboratory in England, nor 
Davenport, over the eugenics laboratory in 
this country, has facts enough for final 
conclusions. But the eubject is so im- 
portant that it must not be neglected 
longer. N

FUMIGATION OF PULLMAN CARS. 

The Pullman Compony, Office of Superin- 
tendent of Sanitation, Chicago, March 15.— 
Dear Dr. Evans: I noticed in your column 
yesterday a reply to an inquiry concerning 
the fumigation of sleeping cars. For your 
information I beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing: . 

1. All Pullman cars that are known or sus- 
pected to have carried cases of infectious 
diseases are fumigated at the end of the run 
on which such case was carried. 

2. Cars which run into regions frequented 
by health resorts for the tuberculous are 
fumigated at frequent intervals, varying 
from-a few days to a week, in addition t> 
fumigation as above recorded. All Pullman 
cars, in whatever service they are run, are 
fumigated at monthly intervals. 

8. There are at least six states which have 
laws, Or regulations of the board of health 
which have the force of law, requiring the 
fumigetion of sleeping cars.. These require- 
ments vary in the interval stated from about 
a week to two months. 

I am furnishing this information in the 
event that you might have further * 
along the same line.

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RTHUR SASSOON, c. v. O., who died 
last week, and who so frequently 
entertained beth the late and the 
present king for weeks together at 
his various shooting places in Scot- 

land, mainly at Tulchan, which embraces 
the famous Strathspey moors, where George 
V. spent a fortnight last fall, was not, as so 
many people seem to believe, a Parsee, buta 
Jew, and like his brother, the late Sir Albert, 
who financed the early stage career of Mrs. 
Langtry, and the late Reuben Sassoon, comes 
of the great Mesopotamian-Hebrew banker 
who in the early part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury transferred the headquarters of his 
colossal business from Bagdad to Bombay, 
becoming an English subject. 

The family is descended from a group 
known as the Ivn Shoshan, who in olden 
daye, prior to the expulsion of the Jews from 
Spain, held the position of Nossil, or head of 
theo gewish community of Toledo. The name 
Shoshan, which signifies “ Iny in Hebrew, 
was gradually transformed into Sassoon, sig- 
nifying gladness.“ 

Abraham Sassoon, who flourished in the 
secured records and 
compiled a genealogy showing that he was a 
direct descendant of Shephatiah, the fifth son. 
of King David. 

Arthur Sassoon’s widow belongs to the 
Perugia family of Trieste, which has been 
established there for centuries, and which is 
regarded by Jews throughout the world as 
the most blue blooded of their race. She is a 
sister of Mrs. Leopold Rothschild, and in 
their youth both of them were renowned for 
their beauty, their huge quantities of hair, of 
the silkiest kind of Titian red, their ex- 
traordinary creamy complexion, and their 
delicately cut features, which bore no trace 
whatsoever of the ordinary Semitic facial 
characteristics. 

— * 

The Sassoon even before the transfer of 
their headquarters from Bagdad to Bombay, 
were at the head of the opium trade between 
India and China. *Their banking house has 
been in existence for centuries, and it is a 


curious fact that in spite of the wars, of the 


revolutions, and of the almost continuous 
strife which has been raging around its for- 
mer headquarters at Bagdad, and around so 
many of its branch houses, no attempt ever 
has been made, in China, central Asia, Persia, 
Arabia, northern or central Africa, or even 
in Turkey or Morocco, to confiscate its vast 
wealth, or to loot any of its treasure. 

The fact is that no Asiatic prince, no 
Chinese mandarin, 
African sultan, king, or emperor, would ever 
dream of doing anything to wrong the Sas- 
soons, knowing by experience that the latter 
never forget an injury, and that they form 
part of a class that never forgives an outrage 
on one of its members; that to be boycotted 
by them when one has troops to pay, firearms 
and ammunition to be obtained, whims to be 
carried out, and harems to be kept contented 
and in luwury, is, to say the least, inconven- 
lent. 

The consequence is that in the dangerous 
passes of Afghanistan, in the provinces of 
China where white men are the most ab- 


| borred, in the most fanatic of the Khanates, 


in the wilds of Arabia, even'among the sav- 
age desert tribes which infest the northern 
and central portions of Africa, a passport or 
safe conduct bearing signature of the 
Sassoons constitutes an itely better pro- 
tection than any paper bearing the stamp and 
seal of the czar of Russia, of the Chinese gov- 
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the Brentwood Company.!

mo Arab chieftain, nor 
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entire native trade of Asia and of northern 
Africa, is lent on personal security, often in 
astonishingly large amounts, and is repaid, 
as à rule, not in money but in goods, so that 
the Sassoons in reality reap a double return 
for their advances—namely, the interest on 
the money and the profit, often great, on the 
sale of the goods. And though nothing but 
personal security is ever asked by the Sas- 
soons of these native borrowers from every 
part of the Asiatic and African world, and 
collateral is never demanded, yet the losses 
of the house are few and far between, in- 
finitely leas, indeed, than those of any Euro- | 
pean or American bank, the traders knowing 
that to fail the Sassoons would be to lose 
So they 
are honest in the payment of their debts, not 
from any question of high moral principle 
but merely by reason of policy. 

This explanation may give some idea of the 
extent of the vast power which is quietly, 
nevertheless surely, wielded by the Sassoons. 
And when one remembers that this influence 
has éver been at the disposal of the British 
government, which possesses such large in- 
terests in Asia and Africa, it is only natural 
that Queen Victoria should have rewarded 
Arthur Sassoon's brother Albert with a 
baronetcy, now held by his son, Sir. Edward 
Sassoon, married to a daughter of Baron 
Gustave Rothschild. 


~ 

Sir Edward, it is said, is shortly to be raised 
to the house of lords, not only in recognition 
of the services of his family but also as a 
reward for what he has accomplished as 
president of the entire British telegraph sys- 
tem in Asia and Africa. The knowledge that 
Sir Edward Sassoon is the president of this 
great system is sufficient to prevent the wires 
from being cut or injured in any way whatso- 
ever by the natives, no matter how savage 
and lawless the districts through which they 
are strung. 

Until the Indian mutiny the Sassoons at 
Bombay used always to wear the dress of the 
Bagdad Jew, with flowing robes and turban. 
But when the great rebellion started in 1857 
old Abraham Sassoon camp his sons to 
adopt the European costume, so that every- 
body may see on what side you are,” though 
he himself retained his old familiar costume 
until the last. 

The Sassoons have left Bagdad and Bom- 
bay far behind them, but have always stuck | 
to the faith of their ancestors, and even when 
the late and the present king have been the 
guests of the late Arthur Sassoon at Tulchan 
lodge, their host and hostess faithfully ob- 
served the Jewish day of atonement, in sil- 
ence and in fasting. And out of respect for 
their feelings the guns of Edward VII. and 
George V. always were silent on that day 
and there was no slaughtering of the grouse.

Seasoning was then added to the flavored milk, 
and just before serving two crackers were rolled 
as fine as flour and added to it. Of course this 
would be a nice way to take a portion of hot 
milk, which is particularly good for people 
with disturbed,digestions, 

A milk and onion soup heavier in onion thaa 
this may be made as closely to resemble an 
oyster stew as any other combination what- 
ever. Such a soup is a smooth and soothing 


If the onions are parboiled in one water, 
drained and cooked in another, and then drained 
before being added to the milk, the soup will 
be so mild, both in flavor and effects, as to be 
inoffensive to those who think they have no 
use for onions. If they can be induced once to 
try this soup their prejudice against the strong- 
ly scented vegetable will surely be lessend.

The measure of onions used in making the 
purée for a cream of onion soup will vary. ac- 
cording ta the discretion of the cook, from two 
or three onions to a quart for the same amount 
of white sauce. For the so-called mock oyster 


“soup made of these ingredients more onions are 


used than for other onion soups. The little 
milk, or milk thickened as white sauce, then is 
added to thin the purée instead of the other 
Way around, when the onion is added to thick- 
n and flavor. 

The following methods of making onion soup 
are those practiced by various housewives: 

Onion Soup I.—One quart of milk, two large 
onions, one tablespoon of butter. Brown the 
butter slightly in a saucepan, slice in the onions, 
let them cook through and brown, but not burn. 
Hedt milk to boiling point. Cut two slices of 
bread in inch pieces and lay in a tureen. Put 
the cooked onions on the bread, pour over them 
the hot milk, and then one cup of hot cream. 
Season with salt and pepper.

Onion Soup II.—Parboil two large onions five 


minutes, then remove and chop fine. Add one 


tablespoon of grated earrot, place in a sauce- 
pan over the fire with one ounce of beef fat, 
and cook six minutes. Add one tablespoon of 
flour, stir a few minutes, then add one quart 


of boiling water, one-half a tablespoon of salt, 
4 ew dashes of pepper, and one teaspoon of 


beef extract. Cook thirty minutes, then strain 
and add one-fourth of a cup of cream, and 
serve. 1 

Onion Soup III.— Put a oni piece of butter

Admiring Counirymen.

| finement, as well as of the Iivelfest sympa- 


thy and responsiveness to the poetic and 
emotional appeal of the literature he ex- 
Ploited. Irish folk song is perhaps richer in 
these qualities than is the music of any other 
People, and such were the demands of his 
| audience in the matter of repetitions and en- 
cores that the representation accorded it 
Was exceedingly liberal.

It ie possible to define Mr. McCormack’s 
chiefest service to art briefly. It is a signifi- 
cem service and one that all the Ergen 
speaking world should value, for he succeeds 
in convincing his listeners of the unrivaled 
beauty of their language in song. The Irish 
tenor achieves in English the same precision 
of enunciation, the same deft emphasis of 
diction, which is the ideal of every school of 
song save that of England, America. or Italy, 
our vocal methods being based upon the lat- 
ter. At the same time he proves thet it is 
' language of infinite power and variety. 
nor is there any other speech which 
man has found equally satisfactory for the 
expression of exquisite fantasy, tragic in- 
tensity, and the quiet solemnity of deep per-

Each of the four voices is touched by this 
quality of song, the contrapuntal idiom of 
the string quertet being thereby pre- 
served. but amplified with many a touch 
of modern figurative art, unt", at moments, 
it atteins something of the orchestra's great- 
ness of utterance. At the same time the pos- 
sibilittes for color and contrast are ex- 
hausted. The song of each instrument meets 
and mergest in that of its neighbor, or echoes 
it in widely divergent key. The incisive ac- 
cent of pizzacato anewers the weird and un- 
earthiy iridescence of ponticelio effect; and 
always some voice of song moves furtively 
across this web of melody, illuminating it 
with a radiance that seems to cast vast 
shadows and show dim visions of infinity.

Such music demands standards of en- 
semble which no other chamber erganization 
now playing in America can advance.

NE of the nicest things that may be 

said about a play ie that it starts at 

the drop of the hat without any pro- 

longed explanatory retrospect. An- 

other ie that it maintains this vigor- 
ous impulse until the finish. “ The Only 
Son“ deserves the first encomium, for we had 
in its first act at Powers’ last evening Mrs. 
Thomas Brainard, wife of a chill mifllion- 
aire, confessing to her husband that, while 
posing for a seductive Parisian artist, she 
had found herself tn his arms and his Mps 
upon hers. Whereupon—and all this hap- 
pened before the first curtain fell- Mr. Bral- 
nard coidly denounced ber, as did her relf- 
centered daughter, and the Brainard family 
was in somewhat of a sorry plight, 


—~—.o- 

By way of putting more pepper into the 
initial circumstances Mr. Thomas W. Ross, a 
skillful expositor of graceful tensity, ap- 
peared as Mrs. Bramard's only son—a mid- 
night son, from the context, but acutely 


filial in the crisis. He proposed to stick by 


his mother, guilty or not guilty, and so he 
did, taking her for the nonce to the Plaza— 
the New York Plaza—and thence to Denver, 
where he made a fortune in the manufacture 
of railroad ties soaked in creosote. It was 
no Mr. Ross’ fault that the intervening in- 
cidents lagged a bit. He was present every 
minute with the sturdy plea, the insistent en- 
deavor, with more or less honest heart break 
in hig voice and the eloquent gulp in his 
throat. But the play petered a trifle after 
the strong stuff of the first act. Mr. Winchell 
Smith, the author, grew stale before he had 
worked out the sad story to its theatrical 
finish, and the other events were rather con- 
ventional. The play, however, had that 
golden thing, the Unhappy Ending. Just be- 
fore the exit march was played Mrs. Brainard 
and Mr. Brainard were brought together by 
their only son, and so a long life of stressful 
incompatibility was indicated; for Mr. Brai- 
nard as sketched by Mr. Campbell Gollan, 
was a person with whom no nice woman 
could get along with tmdefinitely in peace.

As a matter of information it should be 
stated that in the New York presentation 
Mrs. Brainard admitted to much more than 
she does in Chicago. Here her error is merely 
flirtatious; there it was actionable misbe- 
havior. For the wholesome middle west her 
fault is tempered— riet folly rather than 
a scarlet sin. T not a tribute to our 
superior virtue, Diff a concession to experi- 
ence obtained on Broadway. Mr. William A. 
Brady did the same thing years ago in 
“Way Down East,” and by making his hero- 
ine legally pure he made a million dollars, 
more or less. At any rate, it is comfortable 
to feel that so pleasant a person and O good 
an actress as Mrs. Lizzie Hudson Collter in 
the role of Mrs. Brainard stumbled before 
she fell. Mr. Collier was most appealing in 
the effective first act, with her confession 
and her sobs, and perhaps she might have 
carried the sympathy of a most sympathetic 
first night audience with her, even had she 
erred more definitely. This audience, by the 
way, Was numerous and applausive. 

Mr. Thomes W. Rose for several years has 
been a puzzle tome. At heart he seemed to 
be a sincere actor, by training an artificial 
one. He has hed the graceful glides and 
the musica? inflection of the obsequiocus

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mummer, but béheath, the soulful something l 


that put him above his class. in The Only 
Son he ü ls at his best. His faults—of the 
kind I have indicated—are numerous, but his 
virtues are likewise. 

I submit that the moment or two he has at 
the end of the first act—after he has discov- 
ered his mother’s folly, and is left alone in 
contemplation of it—is real representation, 
however hymble that act may be, and it is 
calculated to reach a more particular auci- 
ence than he had last night. 

He looked young and loving and desperate 
and horrified and hopeless, and, in short. 
he was the son of such a mother in such a 
cifcumstante. The small parts in The Only 
Son were beautifully acted, as small parts 
are, as usual and, as usual. there is neither 
time nor space to talk about them.

Economie Situation Strong Dur- 
ing Recent Period of De- 
pressed Activity.

NEW YORK, March 17.—[Special.]—It 
was to be expected that as prices of stocks 
advanced into higher levels the indifference 
which the market had so persistently shown 
to bad news should become less pronounced. 

This would be true partly because the tech- 
nical position of the market after a period 
of trading activity during which prices had 
risen considerably above their recent low 
level, would be to some extent weakened 
and partly because the reluctance of actual 
owners of stock to sell is gradually lessened 
as prices rise. 

In a moderate degree both of these influ- 
ences may have contributed to the signs 
‘which appeared toward the close of last 
week that the market was a little less in- 
different than it had previously been to ad- 
verse influence. 


Pay Attention to Strike. 

Thus the position into which the coal situ- 
ation drifted on Friday, both here and in / 
England, when our own miners came for- 
mally to a deadlock with the mine ownérs, 
and when the negotiations between the Brit- 
ish miners and their employés again became 
deadlocked, affected market sentiment more 
than had other unfavorable developments in 
recent weeks, to all of which the market 
| paid but scant attention and persevered in 
ite rise. 

It suggests more attention by the market 
to current happenings as distinguished from 
the broad underlying factors of the stiun- 


tion, and possibly a more irregular price | 


movement than that of the last few weeks. 

Further signs were not lacking last week 
of the prevalence of greater cheerfulness in 
business circles.

| Think Better Laws Will Result; Ask 
Co-operation to Cut Losses. : 


Fire insurance companies have undertaken 
an important Une of work in attempting to 
get into closer touch with the public and 
explain the various phases of the business 
that appeal to the premium payer. Fire in- 
surance men have felt for a long time that 
legislators and the public are not fully ac- 
quainted with the operations of the com- 
panies, and do not appreciate the situation. 
O. B. Ryon, former attorney for the Illinois 
ineurance department, has taken up the work 


of the publicity department of the Western 


Union, the big fire insurance legislative 
organization in the west. Through hie in- 
mentality the companies hope to con- 
vince the public that they have not been 
treated fairly in every instance by the law- 
makers and the premlum payera 
The public thinks that the fire insurance 
rates are too high. The insurance com- 
panies do not deny this fact, but assert that 


the high ratés are not due to them, but to 
the large annual fire waste, 


which in a 
measure the public might oéntrol. Mr. Ryon 
will attempt to show the premium payers 
that they can coUperate with the various 
state fire marshals in assisting them to run 
down incendiaries, and that by correcting 
fire breeding conditions the loss waste will 
be materially decreased. 
Find Fire Protection Lagging.

Are insurance companies, in wren dP their 
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town inspections find conditions that are de- 
plorable and the direct cause of fires. Many 
business houses and industrial plants are 
‘careless as to rubbish. There are many de- 
fécts in buildings that can be corrected. In 
Chicago alone the losses from Incendiary 
fires amount to thousands of dollars each 
year. 

The state fire marshal claims that In spite 
of the various bands of fire bugs in Chicago 
he has been unable to get action through the 
state’s attorney’s office. State Fire Marshal 
Doyle, in an address at Peoria during the 
week, said that one of the difficulties con- 
fronting bis prosecution of fire bugs lay in 
the fact that a number of the state's at- 
torneys tried to block his movements. The 
state’s attorney, he declared. is anxious te 
make a record as to convictions, and as arson 
te hard to prove, the prosecutor will not take 
up a case unless he is satiefied he can con- 


viet. In Chicago the state fire marshals 


bureau and the city fire department have co- 
operated in attempting to get at those who 
are burning their property to get the in- 
surance money. They have collected to- 
gether the evidence and placed it in the hands 
of the state’s attorney. They assert it rests 
there. 


Chicago Underwriters Join Plan. 


| ‘The Chicago Life Underwriters’ association 


has decided on a similar educational cam- 
paign. For a long time the members have 
felt that the public should be better informed 
on life insurance. Hence Dr. H. C. Castor, 
president of the association, has appointed a 
legislative committee to deal with matters 
before the legislature and also a publicity 
committee. In addition he has appointed an 
extension committee which will endeavor to 
interest the life insurance people in other 
cities in IHinols in the movement. 

Many life insurance men feel there should 
be a law in Illinois requiring greater quali- 
fications for agents. Under the present sys- 
tem men are appointed to solicit Mfe insur- 
ance who are more or less irresponsible, lack 
knowledge sufficient to fit a policy to a man, 
and are not representative of the best thought 
amd practice. With the decrease in expenses, 
largely due to the Armstrong law in New 
York, many irresponsible agents and re- 
baters have deen eliminated. Chicago stilt 
has more than its share of this class, and the 
association feels it owes a duty to the public 
to improve the standard of agency service.
